The chief trouble w ith book cen­ 
sors is that they are not su fficient­ 
ly serious-minded. 
O f if they are 
serious, as A nthony Comstock was, 
there i* 
an 
insufficient 
mind 
to 
make their efforts w o rth y of de­ 
bate. 
The result is that m any of 
the cases w hich come to court are 
based 
upon 
sh >ck 
words 
rather 
than shocking ideas. 


In the case of Com stock there 
was obviously a peculiar se n sitiv­ 
ity to stim ulation. 
A nthony Com ­ 
stock’s boiling point w as very low. 
He could see obscenity in the rocks 
and 
running 
brooks 
and 
evil 
in 
everything. 
Being 
him self 
re ­ 
pressed 
and 
behaving 
under 
the 
strain of a curb bit, very little was 
required to tnake him shy into a 
tantrum of court action. 


I have neved had m uch oppor­ 
tunity to study 
Jo h n S. Sum ner, 
W e met once at luncheon and took 
an instinctive dislike to each o th ­ 
er, but that was based rather more 
upon 
sound 
intuition 
than 
upon 
any words which were uttered. 


Being F a ir to Sum ner 
I don't w ant to be u n fa ir to Mr. 
Sum ner, 
but 
I 
gravely 
suspect 
that he is no fanatic as Comstock 
was. 
The old gentlem an was per­ 
fectly terrible, of course, but once 
I wrote a biography of him in col­ 
laboration 
w ith 
M arg aret 
Leech, 
and I think that both of us came to 
have a sneaking adm iration for the 
roundsm an 
of 
the Lord. 
Miss 
Leech did most of the w ork on the 
book, 
including 
all 
the 
research, 
and 
I 
think 
she 
liked 
Comstock 
better than I did. 
W e w ere rather 
fh y in 
adm itting any adm iration, 
but there was 
no 
getting aw ay 
from the realization that here w-as 
a kind 
of 
perfection. 
Comstock 
was complete, but even 
today it 
would be d ifficu lt to set down any 
adequate phrase to cover the es­ 
sential q u ality of his completeness. 


In recent years, through a cer­ 
tain m aturing of public taste and 
some good 
legal decisions, courts 
are beginning to depart from the 
Com stockian notion 
that 
ind ict­ 
ments should he found upon the 
basis of an isolated paragraph or 
even a 
single word. 
An author’s 
intent is generally taken into a c ­ 
count by jurists. 
There ought not to he any pos­ 
sible confusion between that flim ­ 
sy 
kind 
of 
fiction 
designed 
for 
pornographic readers and the can ­ 
dor of the serious-m inded author. 
The clash in such cases comes be­ 
tween 
the mind 
of 
the reform er 
and the mind of the revolutionary 
w riter. 
In these instances the real 
com plaint seems to be not that the 
w riter is out to arouse lascivious 
desire but that he is too 
intent 
upon showing life whole. 
It is a 
little as if K in g D avid in a sing­ 
ing mood 
objected 
to the loud 
lam entations of some irate prophet. 
Censorship attem pts to defend the 
frivolous against unpleasant facts.

The censor, as fa r as I know, is 
not challenging the accu racy of the 
author's observation. 
H e is m ere­ 
ly saying that readers should not 
be brought into contact w ith facts 
which m ay disturb them.

is a thoroughly im ­ 
moral point of view . 


To be sure, F a rre l! uses a good 
m any ahock words, hut the book 
deals w ith the household of a C h i­ 
sago truck driver, and it is d ifficult

The 
new members will, undo ubtedly , be in ha r­ 
mo ny with co mplete centra liza tio n o f po wer, 
g iv ing the Federa l Go v ernment the rig ht to 
reg ula te the liv es o f indiv idua ls 
Priv a te 
initia tiv e will be under co ntro l o f the ma * 
jo rity * The indiv idua l will ha v e no rig hts 
to a sso cia te, in pro ducing , with men o f his 
ONNTi cho ice who ha v e co nfidence in ea ch 
o ther. The g o v ernment will ha v e the rig ht 
to reg ula te wa g es, pro ductio n prices a nd 
wha t co nstitutes a da y s v o rk. 
This na tura lly will lea d up to co mplete 
reg imenta tio n a nd dicta to rship a nd. ev entua l­ 
ly . to the ca ste sy stem. 
Fo r tho se who ha v e initia tiv e a nd crea ­ 
tiv e a bility to be put under the co ntro l o f 
the po liticia ns, is a mo st serio us mo v e. To 
o ur mind, it ca n o nl y lea d t o lo wer pro duc­ 
tio n, a nd, a s a result, a lo wer a nd lo wer 
sta nda rd o f liv ing .
